number of Leslie's Weekly contains 
a choice article of particular interest 
to Portsmouth, since it embodies lit- 
erary reverence which gives it, so to 
speak, a "local habitation and a 
name" From it we clip the follow- 
ing: 


Though the ways are, for the most 


part, well trodden and the names and 
faces familiar, it is a rare and satis- 
fying pleasure to wander with such 
a sympathetic guide as Mr. Edwin M 
Bacon, through his "Literary Pilgrim- 
ages" and revisit with, him the scenes 
made famous by the genius of Whit- 
tier, James T. Fields, Harriet Beech- 
er Stowe, Thomas B. Aldrich, and a 
host of others living and dead, who 
have honored New England by 
se- 


lecting it as the place to be born in 
and to pass their lives. Here are 
chapters on Whfttier's country, on 
that "Old Town by the Sea," where 
Celia Thaxter, "Mrs. Partington," and 
and other notables began life. 


The writings of Celia Thaxter, and 


particularly her poems on the sea 
have always had a special attraction 
for us, so much so that on the occa 
sion of our first trip to Boston one 
summer years ago. we spent our first 
day among the Isles of Shoals, going 
from Boston on a little excursion 
steamer. Mrs. Thaxter was not at 
home that day, but we had the pleas 
ure of a ramble over Aplpedore, with 
views cf Malaga, Star, and the other 
islets, over all of which hangs an at- 
mosphere of romance such as invests 
no other locality on the New England 
coast. Whittier, Longfellow, and oth 
«r New England poets have- frequent 
allusions to the wild and picturesque 
scenery of this group of little islands 
and 
Lowell wrote 
nothing 
more 


charming than his "Pictures from Ap- 
pledore," describing the islands 
as 


they appear in a storm and also at 
night and under the soft light of ar 
autumn day. Here we have a picture 
of the ocean in its restlessness, ev- 
er— 
"Raking the shingle to and fro, 
Aimlesbly clutching and letting go 
The kelp-haired sedge of Appledore." 


It is not surprising 
to one who 


watched the surf foaming and break- 
ing on the ragged reefs about these 
islands, that both Lowell and Whit- 
tier should have likened the scene tc 
the "bellowing and gnashing" of wild 
and hungry beasts baffled 
of 
their 


prey. It Is 'in his legend 
of "The 


Wreck of Rivermouth" that Whittiei 
tells ho\v when— 
''Goody Cole looked out from her door> 


The Isles of Shoals were wrecked 
and gone, 


Scarcely she saw the head 
of tht 


Boar 


Toss the foam from tusks of stone." 
But to Celia Thaxter these islands 


had all the charm and interest that 
comes from life long knowledge and 
association, for her father was 
for 


graduate whose name she bore. Haw- 
thorne, in writing of this visit, speaks 
of Mrs. Thaxter as "very pretty and 
with the manners of a lady," but not 
too prim and precise.

Boston, June 9.—Governor Bates 


has sent a message to tbe house ask- 
ing for the repeal of the section ol 
the liquor law which permits the saU 
of imported liquor in the 
original 


packages. The governor says that hU 
attention has been called to the mat 
ter by a large number of citizens and 
that as the federal laws were so 
amended in 1890 that the section i- 
c 


no .longer necessary, he recommend! 
its immediate Repeal. 
"To permit 


it longer to remain as a part of the 
law," 
says the message, "is to ignore 


the expressed sentiment of our p*o 
pie that has placed and kept upon the 
statute books our local option laws 
is to favor the foreign producers as 
against the home producer and is t 
protect those who seek to evade th< 
intent of our law to the prejudice o; 
those who have sought to 
compl: 


herewith." The act of congress re 
ferred to places all liquors importer 
under the federal laws directly un 
der the Operation of the laws of an: 
state into which they may be trans 
ported. Accompanying the governor' 
message was an opinion of Attorne 
General Parker on the question, i 
which th« attorney general said tha 
while the original package enactimec 
was doubtless necessary to meet fed 
era! conditions then existing, the ac 
of 1890 removed the necessity, an1 
that as the controlling reason for th 
immunity of liquors in tbe origins 
package no longer exists, the honors 
ble senate and house of represent* 
lives may well consider the exped' 
ence of eliminating from the statute 
a law which now appears to have lit 
tie reason and no necessity for it 
justification. 


The attorney general adds this oh 


servation: "The present condition o 
our statutes would seem to Indlcat' 
either that public opinion or tbe Je? 
ifllature of our commonwealth 
hai 


not kept pace with that of the fedei 
al congress and that Massachusett 
has not availed herself of an oppoi 
tunity that the federal governmen' 
long since offered to her."

LIFE SAVER'S DUTIES. 


The fart They Would Play In The 


Event Of War. 


The general superintendent, United 


States life saving service, has issued 
the following order; 


To all officers of the life-saving 


service concerned—In time of war or 
of preparation for war 'all life-saving 
stations will cooperate with the na- 
val patrol for the purpose of observ- 
ing and reporting movements of ene- 
my's or suspicions vessels as well as 
those of the United States navy, and 
of receiving and forwarding commu- 
nications from United States vessels. 
The point to which such reports will 
be forwarded will be indicated upon 
the outbreak of hostilities. Members 
of the crew will keep a careful look- 
out at all times for war vessels and 
a close watch upon the movements 
of such as are seen will be1 kept as 
long as they are in sight 
In time 


of peace whenever th« navy depart- 
ment may desire to 'mobilize the na- 
val patrol for purposes of drill, due 
notice of which will be given, this or-1" 
der will go into effect for such a" p 
iod as may be deemed necessary to 
test the efficiency of the system. De- 
tailed instructions 
will be issued. 


This order does not authorize t 
omission of any duty incumbent up- 
on the life saving service of any reg- 
ulations, or the Incurrence^ of any ex- 
pense to be charged to the treasury 
department. 


THE MAKING OF RAILROAD 


CURVES.

George 
Pullman 
once 
said, 


when asked the secret 'of easy riding, 
that the secrets are so many that no 
one can keep them. 
This is true, 


but the easing of curves is one of 
them. 


Curves, no matter how slight, have 


always been laid as arcs of true cir- 
cles. The outer rail is raised accord- 
ing to the sharpness of the' curve and 
the estimated speed of trains that are 
to round it. A mile a minute train on 
a one degree curve nee,ds au outer 
rail five inches higher than 
the 


inner rail; a slower train a low«r ele- 
vation. It is clear from this explana- 
tion that a train going faster than the 
maximum for which the track is pre- 
pared would shoot off the rails. Con- 
versely, a slower train than' the one 
provided for would grind the flanges 
off its wheels. Any road must strike 
a serviceable average for trains of 
varying speeds, and engineers must 
nurse their locomotives around the 
curves as close to It as possible. That 
puts, an inevitable check on high 
speeds. The Empire State Express 
once made a burst for two miles at 
the rate of 102 miles an hour on a 
straightway section of track. 
A 


heavy curve would have shot the en- 
gine at that top speed a quarter of a 
mile 'cross country. On most roads 
however, sixty miles an hour is quite 
safe, though very costly. 


To permit such speed the engineers 


of the last few years, in relaying 
tracks, instead of starting a true circle 
curve with the sudden lift of fhe out- 
er rail that causes the Jolt and lurch 
that travelers know, have laid 
a 


slight parabolic curve from a point 
a hundred yards back on the straight 
track, and %4v« elevated the outer 
rail imperceptibly along that curfe1 to 
the maximum. The result of the de- 
vice—in practice quit* new—bar been 
the anolhiUUon ot c«rv«s a« regards 
a passenger's senses. - With *yea shut 
he cannot tell whether the track Is 
straight or curved.

Science has uot contented itself wftJf 


hunting out ijuiph auU virus which 
will give iiniauuity from dUea*e to 
humanity alone. It has turned its at- 
tention to inoculation for the vegetable 
kingdom as well. Remarkably inter- 
esting experiments have been carried 
ou by French and English scientists. 
among them M. Beauverie and 1'ro- 
feMor Marshall Ward. 


They are working along the line of 


demonstrating the feasibility of treat- 
ing plani diseases in a way similar to 
that in which animals are rendered im- 
mune to attacks of illness. Many suc- 
cessful results have rewarded their 
investigations. 


Cuttings of begonia, for example. 


were allowed to grow in soil which 
had been impregnated with a species 
of fungus which is an attenuated 
form of a destructive parasite to plants 
rejoicing in the Latiuesqne name of 
Botrytia cincra.

To sit at a performance ot 
Shakespeare is to be one at a Lucullan 
feast, and, be the actors good or bad, 
the thoughts and language must needs 
be enjoyed.

Advices received at the state depart- 


ment from Consul Mahin at Notting- 
ham. England, are to the effect that a 
new bouse cleaning device is being ex- 
hibited in that city. 


The apparatus consists of a machine 


composed of a two to four horse power 
motor (oil or electric) and an air pump, 
serving to maintain an "exhaust" of 
several pounds to the square inch. The 
machine can be carried ou wheels or 
be made stationary. To it in attached 
a fllter-tbe-dust receptacle—a tightly 
closed metallic vessel with a capacity 
of a peck or more. 


A one and one-half inch rubber hose, 


which may be of any desired length up 
to 700 feet, is attached to the filter. 
At the end of the hose is a "cleaner" or 
"renovator," which is a tube flattened 
out at the end into a kind of long snout 
By rubbing this over the carpet or up 
and down the cloth covering of settees 
or chairs It not only sucks the dust 
from the surface, but also from under- 
neath it 
Walls also may be cleaned 


of dust, the cleaner being a brush of 
horseshoe shape. No dust la raised In 
a room, and It can be operated by inex- 
perienced men. These machines are at 
present being leased and in no case 
sold.

Araenle From Gold Ore. 


The companies in the Hastings coun- 


ty (province of Ontario, Canada) gold 
fields have successfully introduced the 
bromo cyanogen process In treating the 
previously refractory misplckel, as the 
ore in which arsenic is contained is 
called, and are now turning out eighty 
tons of arsenic a month. The araenl* 
can be placed on the ears at Marmora, 
in Hastings county, at a cost of |£0 
a ton. It sells at $70 and frequently 
as high as $90 a ton. This arsenical 
ore also carries from $4 to $CO worth 
of gold in each ton, which is a band- 
some profit in itself.

Professor Arthur W. Goodspeed of 


the University of Penu&ylvauia has 
discovered a new ray which, emanat- 
ing from the human body, is of suffi- 
cient intensity to make photographs. 
He discovered the ray while making 
experimental researches with a Crookca 
tu^e. 
While using an iron tripod, 


stand with a ring shaped top as a 
support for a photographic plate he 
noticed that the plate, when exposed 
to the X rays, scernod to be Influenced 
by the iron ring below. A series of 
experiments resulted in the conclusion 
that with light emanating from bis 
hand Professor Goodapced was able to 
photograph a ring, a cent and a piece 
of aluminium. 


He first placed the Crookes focus 


tube in operation within its light proof 
black box, which was put in such a 
position that the platinum plate di- 
rected the rays upward. Five pieces 
of lead, which is impervious to the 
X; ray, were then piled on one another 
on top of the box and upon the top of 
the lead was placed a photographic 
plate Inclosed in a light proof box. 
Upon the top of the latter box was a 
cylinder of brass with a small aper- 
tura in its side. Within the cylinder 
and resting upon the top of the box 
containing the plate were placed the 
ring, a cent and a piece of aluminium. 
The top of the cylinder WHS sealed 
with two heavy pieces of «lnc. 


The room was la complete darkneas 


and Professor Goodspeod then b«(d his 
hand threo inches from the aperture 
of the box for three minutes. The 
plate waa token from Its box devel- 
oped; and radiographs of the objects 
were found upon it,

Must Pay Licenses.

A few Portsmouth dealers in do- 


mestic wines have been congratulat- 
ing themselves that 
their 
business 


was not within the scope of the li- 
cense law. One of them said the oth- 
er day that none of his wines con- 
tain as much as fifteen per cent, of 
alcohol; hence he had 
nothing 
to 


worry about. 


The domestic wine men have been 


fooling themselves. 
The Herald 
is 


told on good authority that the fourth 
class of licenses, costing $600 per an- 
num or $50 per month, was made in 
part for this kind of trade. The law 
says: 


Fourth class—To sell malt liquors, 


cider or light wines, containing "not 
more" than fifteen per cent, of alco- 
hol, to be drunk on the premises. 


"But," one of the wine merchants 


said Tuesday, "I know of no one in 
tha domestic tfine 'Dusirjess herea- 
bouts who sells wine 'to be drunk on 
the premises.'" 


It is said, then, that the 
dealers 


will come under the following: 


Third class—To sell liquor of any 


kind not to be drunk on the prem- 
ises. 


For, it is pointed out, the license 


law provides at the very start that: 


"Section 1. The term 'liquor' as 


used in this act includes and means 
all distilled

rectified 
spirits, 


wines, fermented and malt liquors," 
etc.

This slant tooth harrow is in two 


parts, each adjiistublp in width, and 
htis guides for the corn stubs. It has 
loug, slanting steel teeth, to bo short 
uned by wiring slats under the liirht 
frame, and is seldom out of use, work 
iug single or double. It is a smoothing 
harrow for fresh planted corn and a 
leveler for the early garden. It follows 
the coarser tools in tending: corn, and 
as the driver sits close to tho ground 
he can pull a weed or set up corn with- 
out stuping. Single it runs through 
the corn after it is laid by to retain 
moisture and to keep down starting 
^rrass and weed^. Heing a reversed ".V 
harrow, its open front sucks the woil 
from the ridgo- back to the depression 
In the middle of the row and levels all. 
ready for the wheat drill, among stand- 
ing corn. Xo clod can get away, and 
the boy who drives ^Hs low beneath 
the pendent ears. Of its work double 
and among corn stubs I have already 
spoken.

After washing and disinfecting a 


teat, he introduced the teat probe and 
slowly opened tlie tap to release the 
oxygen. When two quarters had been 
filled an assistant compressed the two 
teats and by massage the gas was dis- 
tributed through the glandular tissues. 
This operation having been completed, 
it was repeated with tho other two 
quarters, the whole work occupying 
only about ten minutes.

tlie treated cow showed signs of re- 
covery, first raising her head, next 
shifting into a comfortable position, 
and soon getting on to her feet. 


In two instances a relapse occurred, 


through the cows having been milked 
too soon; but a fresh insufflation of 
oxygen quickly restored them. These 
were the only accidents in the twenty- 
two eases. M. Knusel believes that if 
his treatment he applied soon enough 
it will be successful in nil cases. lie 
suggests as the explanation of the ef- 
fectiveness of oxygen that the poison 
formed in the udder and passed into 
the general circulation of the animal 
is produced by micro organisms, which 
may be anaerobic and therefore un- 
able to live in tlie presence of oxygen. 


Secretary Caldwcll in the last Guern- 


sey Herd Register discusses briefly the 
reason why so many Guernsey breed- 
ers do not exhibit their cattle at fairs. 
There are two reasons which he does 
not state. Dairy cattle are much more 
sensithe to change than beef cattle. 
To mako a good Impression a daii£> 
cow must be in full flow of rnllk. If 
she is in that condition to take her to 
a fair is almost always sure to injure 
her tor that season at least.

must he in a show condition. He must 
he fat and in a condition which is dia- 
metrically opposed to his usefulness 
as a breeding animal. 
Mr. Wallace. 


one of the leading breeders of Ayr- 
Mmes in Scotland, refuses to exhibit 
his cattlo at fairs, says Hoard's Dairy- 
man. 


A few years ago he wrote us that his 


reasons for this action were that the 
judges demanded that show animals 
he tilted for exhibition in n manner 
and condition wh*-h utterly unfitted 
them lor their chosen work. He could 
not exhibit his animals and have them 
judged on their merits as dairy cattle. 
Therefore he chof>e not to exhibit. We

frequently seen a Shropshire 


buck so titled for exhibition that the 
owner would contess that he was 
woith nothing as a breeder.

A IK futy-six acre held of jiotatoes 


was ^iia.ieU ilis-H- limes with bor- 
deaux n.i^uiie at a vo-st considerably 
below ihc utuul estimate. Adjacent to 
the potato fit-Id is a wood lot through 
which runs a small brook near the 
ffiicc NcparuUng the fields. An iron 
j>ip(- was laid from the potato field uu 
der the fejuv into Ibe water. To the 
uj)j»er end was auuclu-d ail upright 
pipe, to which was fastened an ordi- 
nary ci»ten: pump. The water was 
pumped into barrels as needed, thus 
avoiding the expense of hauling water. 
The outfit was moved along as the 
work progressed. 


A stock solution of blue- vitriol was 


made by dissolving 100 pouads in fifty 
gallons (one barrel) of water, so that 
each gallon contained two pounds of 
the poison. A stock solution of lime 
was also made by slaking enough fresh 
lime to fill a large tub, care being tak- 
en to keep the lime covered with water 
after it was prepared. By this method 
the blue vitriol and lime were ready 
for use at any time. Two gallons of 
the stock solution of blue vitriol were 
poured into a barrel, which was then 
pumped half full of water. A pailful of 
lime was then diluted with about twen- 
ty-five gallons of water, so that both 
the lime and the blue vitriol were di- 
luted before being combined. In this 
way a mixture is made that will stay 
iii suspension longer than when the 
lime te added before being thinned. The 
proper amount of lime was determined 
by the ferricyauide of potassium test. 
The mixture was strained into the 
sprayer to remove particles likely to 
clog the nozzles. 


Tue accompanying illustration shows 


the two horse sprayer. xThis is a home- 
made affair. The fifty gallon barrel IS 
mounted on a platform set on an old 
potato digger that had outgrown its 
usefulness. The spray pump is fas- 
tened to the top of the barrel and is 
connected with the wheel, as shown at 
the right, so that no hand pumping is

required. From the pump the bor- 
deaux mixture is forced through the 
horizontal pipe at the rear, discharging 
through six Vermorel nozzles, two for 
each row of potatoes. The safety valve 
is so arranged that when the pressure 
becomes too great the discharge is into 
the barrel, thus helping to agitate the 
mixture. As there was no pressure 
gauge it is impossible to give the exact 
pressure used, but it was estimated to 
be from seventy to eighty pounds. Two 
men did all the work, one driving the 
sprayer while the other made the bor- 
deaux mixture. With the conveniences 
already described the twenty-six acres 
weie sprayed in one and one-half days. 


Arsenical poisoning was mixed with 


the bordeaux mixture, so that treat- 
ment for both the potato bugs and the 
blight was given at one operation. The 
total amount of blue vitriol used in the 
three sprayings was 280 pounds, so that 
nearly a barrel of the mixture was used 
per acre. While the amount of blue 
vitriol and the quantity of bordeaux 
mixture were slightly less than is usu- 
ally recommended, excellent results 
were obtained. The vines remained 
green, several weeks longer than did the 
unsprayed fields near by. Neighboring 
unsprayed fields gave yieldi varying 
from twenty-five bushels to a hundred 
bushels per acre. The sprayed field 
yielded 122 bushels per acre. Compar- 
ing this yield with the hundred bushel 
yield, the gain would be twenty-two 
bushels per acre, or 572 bushels for the 
entire field. At oO cents per bushel the 
increase would mean ?28G. A fairer 
comparison, however, would bo to take 
an average of ninety bushels, which 
•uoukl give a gain of 832 bushels, or 
?HO. From this sum should be deduct- 
ed cost of material and labor. Early in 
August the writer saw the sprayer at 
work in tho field. If the first and sec- 
ond sprayings had been given slightly 
earlier there would have been less darn- 
aue done by the potato buga and the 
yi"ld would have been, greater, for it 
was observed that many hills were se- 
verely injured before the poison got In 
its work. This emphasizes tho impor- 
tance of promptness and thoroughness. 
The poison should be applied as soon as 
the eggs begin to hatch, if not before.

What the Order of I'atroiis of Hus- 


bandry In New York state has long 
hoped for is about to be realized In the 
erection of a beautiful structure at 
Chautuuqua lake as grange headquar- 
ters. Last year the Pomona grange of 
Chautauqua county acquired a very de- 
sirable building site, and now, through 
the generosity of Mr. Cyrus E. Jones 
of Jamestown. N. Y.. there is to be 
erected on the site and facing Chau- 
tuuqua lake a grange tnlldlng which 
shall be a memorial to the late Rev. 
Emory Jones, father of the donor of 
the building, whose name Is a house- 
hold word in Chautauqua county.

The building will be 31 by 50 feet In 


size on the ground. The style will be 
that of a Greek Doric temple, with four 
columned portioo on the Simpson ave- 
nue front. The portico is reached by 
steps from either end. Between the 
columns there will be heavy Greek 
seats acting as a rail. The pediment is 
decorated with the symbolic design of 
the Patroris of Husbandry. The mate- 
rial will be cement on expanded metal, 
with trimmings of wood. The prevail- 
ing color will be cream trimmed with 
white, the sash and doors of antique 
Bronze green.

A classic fireplace will f&ce

i entrance. In the rear of tho 


assemb.y room will be kitchen, coat 
and toilet rooms, and a mezzanine floor 
will afforl committee and keeper's 
rooms.

Clas- 
sic proportions will

throughout, lu the frieze at front will 


lettered "Patrons of Husbandry." 
This building will be a noble memo- 


rial to a noble man, and the Patrons of 
Husbandry have rich cause for con- 
gratulation that Cyrus E. Jones deter- 
mined upon this form of expressing in 
permanent form his love and venera- 
tion for his father. It will be one of 
the most imposing structures at Chau- 
tauqua and will prove of great use 
and benefit to the Order which is in 
such perfect accord with the Chautau- 
quan scheme of education, and thou- 
sands of grangers will each season 
avail themselves of the accommoda- 
tions and conveniences which the 
building is designed to provide.

heat of a lamp or gas Jet is pictnml in 
the accompanying Illustration. It eon- 
cbit* of a parabolic reflector surround- 
rd by a drum and supported on a 
bmcket. 
Two forms of bracket are 


piovided—one adapted to be attached 
to a gag burner and the other ap- 
plicable to a lamp chimney. The 
h«-at rays on striking the walls of the 
parabolic reflector are cast downward 
lu parallel beams. In the case of the 
lamp bracket a buffer plate lies undei 
tLe dijift opening In the top of the re- 
flector. This Is necessary because most 
of the beat passes up the chimney and 
must be spread out to come in con- 
tact with tlie reflecting wall. 
The 


drum serves to assist in the circula- 
tion and to prevent the reflector from 
injury under the Intense beat.

^ip by the air and the products of com-

Air Propelled Water Veuela. 


The latest novelty In marine propul- 


sion is being experimented with by T. 
J. Clavering of San Francisco. Air suc- 
tion Is the basis of Mr. Claverlng's new 
method. In applying the air propeller 
to water craft the force created by a 
rapid revolution of a disk fan IB used. 
The frame, inclosing a thirty-six Inch 
fan, 
is located about one-third the 


length of the boat from the bow. The 
fan is driven by a gasoline engine of 
125 horse power weighing 250 pounds, 
operating at a cylinder pressure of 145 
pounds and occupying but a minimum 
of space. The power suffices to drive 
the fan at 500 revolutions and a strong 
suction is thus created, which impels 
the boat forward. 


SOUR MILK KILLS BABIES. 


A war against the weather baa 


waged in southern Europe for several 
years, especially in France and Italy, 
where hailstorms have in the past de- 
stroyed many valuable vineyards. In 
thinking of a plan to prevent the 
storms the idea of attacking them with 
a kind of cannon was advanced, and it 
has been so successful that, according 
to a recent consular report, over 60,000 
of toe bail cannon, as they are called, 
are now arranged in batteries to pro- 
tect the Italian and French grape 
growers. Tbey are scattered over an 
area of several hundred miles, each 
landowner having his own battery. 
The weapons arc placed several hun- 
dred feet apart, as each one is large 
enough to protect a considerable area 
of vines.

The increase iu The mortality of chil- 


dren under five years of age for the 
fhoi three days of that week caused 
the publication of the notice. There 
were 113 deaths among children of thi* 
age the first three days of the week 
against ninety-nine in the same time 
the previous week, a difference of 14 
per cent. 


Assistant Commissioner Keilly called 


public attention to the fact that an in- 
crease In acute intestinal disease was 
responsible for the new condition, due 
to the fermentation set up by the at- 
tempt to digest sour milk. 


A cause contributing to the deteri- 


oration of the city's milk supply has 
been discovered by Chief Inspector T, 
F. Grady, and he has devised a rem- 
edy for it 


Ten per cent of the cans in which 


milk hi shipped to Chicago from farms 
are rusty and so dirty as to contam- 
inate the milk and be incapable of 
thorough cleaning, according to Mr. 
Grady. 


"Germs thrive wonderfully in the 


milk detained by the flakes of rust 
left after the can baa been washed," 
he said. "In this way the supply for 
a whole neighborhood is often pol- 
luted, the children being the greatest 
sufferers. I have devised a red label, 
which is fa» be pasted tightly on every 
rusty nlMk can coming to Chicago. 
The can will go back to the farmer and 
his name retained. If that can ever 
comes back it will be smashed and the 
milk in it poured out, as well as any 
other milk that farmer sends in. We 
will condemn his whole supply for fear 
of missing the rusty can, for the con- 
sequences are too grave to be over- 
looked. We intend also to post a cir- 
cular on all milk that farmer sends in." 


sK Flab. 


The very latest thing in the medical 


profession Is the fish doctor, who goes 
from aquarium to aquarium instead of 
from sick bed to sick bed, says Nature. 
He prescribes for the fish, performs 
surgical operations 
and looks after 


their diet and surroundings. Fish sur- 
gery Is difficult not because It has to 
be done outside the aquarium (for a 
fish can be kept out of the water for 
six or seven minutes without hurting 
It), but because the flesh heals so slow- 
ly after it has been cut. The most fa- 
miliar operation Is trimming tails 
which haw become enlarged by fun- 
gous growths. Japanese goldfish, for 
instance, have tails bigger than their 
bodies; so when these become enlarged 
they are unable to swim.

The restoration of the Campanile in 


Venice has revealed that it was built 
of Homan, not Venetian, bricks. More- 
over, when they were manufactured 
they were not manipulated like modern 
bricks, but were formed from slices of 
clay, as they ore found without the 
natural layers being disturbed. This 
process resulted in each individual 
brick being able to support a weight 
quite four times as great as the mod- 
ern brick. It Is pointed out that the 
new Campanile may be built today 
of bricks of the same origin. The bricks 
examined are of the first century. One 
bore the impression of a horseshoe, 
conclusively proving the debated point 
that horeshoes were then in use. 


Interesting- Indian Relic*. 


Missouri university has just received 


as a donation a collection of Indian 
relics which is perhaps the most valu- 
able In existence. It is made up of 
relics taken from mounds and old In- 
dian battle fields, mostly in Missouri, 
and Is composed of from 3,000 to 4,000 
pieces. There are hammers and axes 
of every variety, from the rough stage 
of the earliest known to the polished 
and perfect specimens of the later 
tribes, gome of the axes are made of 
hematite iron ore very highly polished. 
An Interesting group is that of hoes 
made from stone and notched so as to 
be fastened to handles. They show 
very fine workmanship and might be 
used in hoeing gardens at the present 
day as easily and effectively as the 
modern variety. There are knives and 
sinkers and plummets with holes in 
the ends by which they were suspended 
with strings as are the modern kind. 


More Find* nt Knouoi. 


Mr. Arthur Evans, who is carrying 


on the excavations on the site of 
Knossos, in Crete (the so called palace 
of Minos), has announced sonic new 
and important discoveries. 
On the 


west of the north court of the palace 
he has found a double flight of broad 
steps leading down to the paved area 
and which apparently served M seats 
for spectators. He considers this nn 
anticipation of the Greek theater. In 
an early building near the palace were 
dug up deposits of bronze basins, beau- 
tiful 
Illy nnd leaf decorations and 


bronte vases with reliefs. 
On the 


northeast of the palace Is n house of 
flne construction running Into the hill- 
side, with remains of two stories nnd 
three flights of •fair*.

of the operator. An ordinary cylinder 
and piston, driven by either a crank or 
belt power, are utilized to obtain the 
necessary pressure and vacuum, apply- 
ing each alternately through the medi- 
um of an eye cup at the end of a flexi- 
ble tube attached to the cylinder. 


To vary the amount of pressure or 


vacuum inside the cylinder and its con- 
sequent action on the eye a valve on 
the side of the cylinder Is arranged to 
open and close at each stroke of the 
piston, with adjustment to give the 
piston greater or less movement before 
the valve Is opened or closed. 


Knife and Forlc Surgery. 


Knife and fork surgery Is the name 


given by the hospital to a new method 
of Koenlg of Berlin by which he avoids 
the dangers of contaminating wounds 
by putting his fingers in them. The 
surgeon performs 
many operations 


without ever touching the tissues, 
much as we eat our meals by aid of 
forks and spoons Instead of clawing 
our food. By practice with suitably 
devised metal instrument* whicli. of 
course, are capable of complete sterili- 
zation, he has found that he can get 
through very many operations, even 
that for appendicitis in the quiescent 
Interval, without ever touching the 
wound. 


Dead Dosrs to 


Raising an interesting question as to 


when life in animals actually becomes 
extinct. Dr. Robert C Kemp has found 
It possible to restore a dog to life after 
Its heart had stopped for sixteen min- 
utes. After an examination by sur- 
geons the animal was officially pro- 
nounced dead, yet Dr. Kemp, by mas- 
saging its heart, so far brought it back 
to life that it lived twenty-four hours 
and meanwhile was so far restored to 
the use of its faculties that it ate aud 
drank and performed its usual func- 
tions. 


In eleven out of twenty-three experi- 


ments of this character Dr. Kemp has 
succeeded In "restoring dogs to life." 
and he Is convinced that In the case of 
human beings, under similar condi- 
tions, the proportion of restorations 
would be far greater.

The combustion, too. was far 
from perfect, the residue being so rich 
In carbon that it seemed as if It could 
be used for fuel as readily as coke or 
charcoal 


A steam engine that can climb a 


stairway or tramp through a jangle is 
the recent amazing invention of Bra- 
mah J. Diplock, 'an Englishman. It is 
called the pedrail. 


The wheels or rollers, mounted on 


elephant-like feet shod with rubber, 
are laid down, forming a combination 
of an Inverted endless railway with a 
walking or trotting machine. 


The pedrail idea has been applied 


with particular success to traction en- 
gines, and with their equipment of feet1 
these engines are quite independent of 
roads. They can cross ditches. If not 
too deep or steep, walk over plowed 
fields or rough, stony plains and can 
even climb mountains. 


Among the merits of the pedrail Is 


the reduction of the wear and tear of 
the road surface. Heavy vehicles with 
ordinary wheels do endless damage to 
the highway, but the pedrail, In that It 
tends to beat down the projections 
without increasing the depressions in 
the road surface, actually tends to im- 
prove the road. 


Furthermore, the pedrail gives the 


maximum of road adhesion and the 
minimum of road resistance. 


A vehicle fitted with pedralls can 


travel over the worst roads, can be 
used where no roads exist, can climb 
stiff viaducts and can surmount with 
ease obstacles In its path. In trials the 
pedrall walked over nine luch planks 
and passed over large stones without 
crushing them. 


Hot Water For Train Robber*. 
By means of a recently patented Idea 


it is now proposed to fight train rob- 
bers by tho use of a bath of hot water. 
The train robbers in most cases resort 
to the strategy of flagging the train 
and boarding the engine as their drat 
step. 
This invention contemplate* a 


system of piping encircling the engine 
In ouch a way that nil avenues of ap- 
proach are covered and when confront- 
ed by tho weapon* of a gang of thlovo* 
tho engineer, without the use of his 
hands, and even when hi* hands are 
held over hi* bead In compliance with 
their order, can gut-round the engine 
with * curtain of hot water so that tho 
thieve* will be blinded and otbeTwlM 
dlMbled and forced to deiUt from Urtlr 
effort* to MOW* plunder. 


The government bureau of statistics 


Is authority tor a statement containing 
figures reaching into the hundreds of 
millions of dollars as indicating the ex- 
penditure applied directly to fighting 
the Insects and worms which damage 
the cotton, wheat, corn and other crops 
which form such a substantial part of 
our revenues. 


A large portion of this amount, no 


doubt, goes for the introduction of new 
ideas which have been devised to aid 
in the work of destroying these pests, 
and perhaps this latest trap, the inven- 
tion of a Kentuckl<iu. will receive a 
share of attention and serve its pur- 
pose in many a field. 


The inventor takes advantage of the 


well known propensity of insects to 
fly toward a/light, the flame in this in- 
stance being mounted within a metal- 
lic casing, to which entrance is gained 
through four funnels pointing in dif- 
ferent directions. Once within 
the 


hood, the insect soon falls to the reser- 
voir beneath, wherein a quantity of 
Insecticide ha3 been placed to complete 
the destruction of those which escape 
the actual contact with the flame. 


Mention is also made of the fumes 


rising from the liquid <tnd Impregnat- 
ing the atmosphere around the flame to 
overcome the insects and cause them 
to fall into the liquid.

When Drs. Stephens and Christo- 


phers, the Itoyal society's commission 
on malaria, wore In India Captain S. 
P. James had the advantage of being 
associated with them, and his book 
contains the result of his own observa- 
tions both at that time and since.

Ireland is interesting. He sajs: 


"We have a grange movement which 


is headed by a central society know n 
as the Irish Agricultural Organization 
society, composed of men of all creeds, 
classes and politics and existing tor 
the sole purpose of teaching the farm- 
ers to organize their industry in all its 
branches upon these business princi- 
ples which we are discussing. The or- 
ganization society is bonding a great 
movement which remains absolutely 
nonpoliticiil and is producing the best 
l>ossible business results. The move- 
ment has only been In existence for a 
dozen years, and yet at the moment the 
associations which are organized under 
it embrace roughly some 75,000 farm- 
ers, who nre shareholding members of 
over 700 associations. As the share- 
holders are, generally speaking, heads 
of families, it Is safe to suy that over 
300,000 persons, or about one-sixth of 
the entire farming community, have 
thus become interested in the move- 
ment, and It is going ahead at an un- 
precedented and rapidly accelerating 
rate of progress. They build and equip 
creameries; everything that the farmer 
wants in his industry they purchase in 
a large, wholesale way and pay par- 
ticular ntteutiou to quality as well as 
to price. 
Some of the associations, 


called agricultural banks, aim at get- 
ting cheap credit for farmers through 
mutual security, thus enabling them to 
add to the working capital available 
for sound, practical development of 
their industry." 


When the day shall come, if It ever 


does, that the beneficent principles and 
purposes of the Order of Patrons of
